The long continued and intemperate interlerence 
of the Northern people with the (juestion of 
slavery in the .Southern States, has at length pro 
duced its natural effects. The different sections 1 
of the Union are now arrayed against each olher, \ 
and the time has arrived, so much dreaded by the j 
Father of his country, when hostile geographical 
parties have been formed. I have long foreseen i 
and often forewarnid my countryineii of the now 
impending danger. This does not proceed solely j 
from the claim on that part of Conu-ress or the 
Territorial Legislatures to exclude slavery from | 
the Territories, nor from the ellorts of different | 
States to defeat the execution of the Fugitive j 
Slave Law. All or any of these evils might have | 
been endured by the South, without danger to the 
Union, as others have been, in the hope that time !

IVaiping or amending their State Constitution 
In like miinner, it can only be exercised by the 
people of the Territory, represented in a Conven- 
tion ol delegates for the purpose of framing a 
Constitution preparatory lo admission as a State 
into Ihe Union; then, ai;d not until then, are thev ' 
invested with power to decide the question 
whether slavery shall or shall not exist within 
their limits This is an act of sovereign author- 
ity, and not of subordinate territoiiai legislation. 
\Vere it otherwise, then, indeed, would the ctjual- 
ity of the States in the Territories be destroyed, 
and the right of property in slaves would depend, 
not upon the guarantees of the Constitution, but 
upon the shifting majorities of an irresponsible 
Terr torial Legislature. Such » doctrine, from j 
Its intrinsic unsoundness, cannot long influence 1 
any considerable portion of our per pie — much 
less can it afford a good reason for a dissolution 



stitulioua of the States are within their severat 
spheres. It is, like them, organized into Legis- 
lative, Executive, and Judiciary departments. It 
operates, like them, directly on persons and 
things, and, like them, it has at command a phy- 
sical force for executing the powers committed to 
it, and it was intended to be perpetual, and not to 
be annulled at the pleasure of any one of the con 
trading parties of the Confederation — a per- 
petual Union between ihe States; and by the 13th 
Article it is expressly declared that the Articles 
of this Confederation shall be inevitably observed 
by every State, and the Union shall be perpetual. 
The Preamble to the Constitution of the United 
States, having express reference to the Articles 
of Confederation, asserts it was established 
in order to form a more perfect Union, but iloss 
not include the essential attribute of perpetuity. 
But that the Union was designed to beptrpctiial, 
appears conclusively from the nature anil extent 
of the powers conferred by the Constitution on 
the Federal Government. These powers em- 
brace the very highest attributes of national 
sovereignty. They place both the sword and 
the pume under its control. 

C^mgress has power to make war and make 
peace, to raise and support armies and navies, 
and to conclude treaties with foreign Govern 
ments. It is invested with the power to coin 
money and to regulate the value thereof; and lo 
regulate commerce with foreign nations and 



having first, by proclamation, commanded the in- 
surgents lo disperse and return peaceably to their 
respective abodes within a limited time. This 
duty cannot by possibility be performed in a State 
where no judicial authority exists to issue process, 
and where thtre is no marshal to execute, and 
where even if there were such an officer, the en- 
tire popul.ntion would continue one solid column 
to resist him. The bare resistance of these pro- 
visions proves how inadequate they are, without 
further legislation, lo overcome a united opposi- 
tion in a single State, not to speak ol otherStates 
who mav place themselves in a similar attitude. 
Congress alone has power to decide whether the 
present laws can or cannot be amended so as to 
carry out more effectually the objects of the Cod- 
stitntion. 

The same insuperable obstacles do not lie in the 
way of executing the laws for the collection of 
the customs. The revenue still continues to be 
collected as heretofore at the Cnstom House in 
Charleston; and should the collecter nnfortunate- 
ly resign, a sncoessor may be appointed to perform 
i this duty. Then, in regard lo the property of 
the United St ites in South Carolina, this has 
been purchased for a fair equivalent by the con- 
sent of the Legislature ol the Stale, for the 
erection ot forts, magazines, arsenals, &c., ami 
over these the authority to exercise exclusive 
legislation has been expressly gninted by the 
Court to Congress.

Should 
this apprehension of domestic danger, whether 
real or imaginary, extend and intensifT itself until 
it shall pervade the masses of the Southern peo- 
ple, disunion will bcooine inevitable. Self-preser- 
vation is the first law of nature, and has been 
implanted in the heart of man by his Creator for 
the wisest purpose, and no political union, how-

The single exception 
is that of llic Stale of Wisconsin, and this has 
not only been reversed by the proper appellate 
tribunal, but has met with such universal repro- . 
bation that there can be no danger from it as a 
precedent. The vitality of this law has been , 
established over and over again by the Supreme 



rnuraeiate the other high powers which have been 
conferred upon the Federal Government in order 
to carrv the enumerated powers into effect. Con- 
pres possesses the exclusive right to lay ami collect 
duties on imports, and in common with the States 
to lay and collect all the olher taxes. But ihe 
Constitution has not onlv conferred these high 
powers upon Congress, but it has adopted efftetual 
means to restrain the States from interfering with 
their exercise for that purpose. It has in strong 
prohibitory language expiessly declared that no 
State Bliali enter into any treaty, alliitnce, or con 
federation, grant letters of marque and reprisal, 
coin money, emit bills of credit, make anything

In 1835 pictorial handbills 
and imflammalory appeals were circulated citcn 
Mvely throughout the South, of a character to 
excite the passions of the slaves, and iu the laii 1 
gnage of General Jackson, to stimulate them to 
ir.Burreclion, and produce all the horrors of a ser- 
vile war. This agitation has ever since been 
continued by the public press, by the proceeding- 
of State and County Conventions, and by Aboli- 
tion sermons and lectures, and the time ol Con- 
gress has been occupied in violci t speeches on 
this never ending subject, and appeals in pamph- 
let and other forms, indorsed by distinguished 
names, have been sent forth from this central 
point and spread broailcast over the Union. How 
easy would it be for the .American people to settle 
the slavery question forever, and to restore T)eace 
antf harmony to fliis distracted country. They 
alone can do it. All that is necessary to accom 
plisli the object, and all for which the slave States 
hive ever contended, is to be let alone, and per- 
mitted to manage their domestic institutions in 
their own way, as sovereign States. They, and

I have purposely confined my remarks to revo- 
lutionary resistance, because it h is been claimed 
within the Isst few ye irs that any State, when 
ever it shall be their sovereign will and pleasure, 
may secede Irom the Union in accordance with 
ihe Constitution, and without any violation of the 
Constitutional rigbtsof the other members of the 
Confederacy; that as each became parties to the 
Union by the vote of its own people assembled 
in convention, so anyone of them m.iy retire 
from the Union in a similar manner by the vote 
of such a convention. In order to justify secession 
as a Constitutional remedy, it must be on the 
principle thai the t'cderal Government is a mere 
vohintarv association of States, to be dissolved 
al pleasure by any one of the contracting parlies. 
If tills be so, the Confederacy is a rope of sand to 
be penetrated and dissolved by the first adverse 
wave of public opinion in any of the States. In 
this manner our thirty -three States may resolve 
jarrirg, and hos- 
tile republics, each one retiring from the Union 
without responsibility wliencver any sudden ex 
citeraent might impel them to such d course. By 
this course a Union might be entirely bioken into

diate danger as will not admit of delay. In order 
still further to secure the uninterrupted exercise 
of these high p-.yweis against Slate interposition, 1 
it is provided that the Constitution and the laws ' 
of the Unileil States which shall be made in pur 
suance thereof, and all treaties made, or which 
shall be made under the authority of the United 
Stales, shall be the supreme law of the land, and 
the Judges in every State .shall be bound thereby, 
anything in the Cunslitutioii or laws of any Slate 
to the contrary notwithstanding. The solemn 
sanction of religion has been superadded to the 
obligations of official duly, and all Senators and 
Representatives of the United States, all mem- 
bers of the State Legislatures, and all Executive 
and Judicial officers, both of the United States 
and ot the several States, shall be bound by oath 
or affirmation to support this Constitution. In 
order to carry into efTecl these laws, the Consti- 
tution has established a perfect Govirnmentin 
all its forms, legi.slative, executive, aud judicial, 
and this Government to the extent of its powers, 
acts directly upon the individual citizens of every 
State, and executes its own decrees by the agency 
of its own officers. In this respect it differs en- 
tirely from the Government under the old cou- 
fcderalion, which was confined to making requi.si- 
lions on the States in their sovereign character. 
This left it in the discretion of each whether to 
obey or to refuse, and they often declined to 
comply with such reiiuisitions. It thus became 
necessary for the purpose of removing this bar- 
rier, and in order to form a more perfect Union, to 
establish a Government which would act directly 
upon the people and execute its own laws with 
out the intermediate agency of the .States. This 
has been accomplished by the Constitution of the 
United States. In short, the Government crea- 
ted by the Constitution, and deriving its author 
ity from the sovereign people ot each of the sev- 
eral States, has precisely the same right lo ex 
erciie its power over the people of all these States, 
in the enumerated oases, that each one of them 
possesses over the subjects not delegated to the 
United States, but reserved to the States res 
pectively , or to the people. To the extent of the 
delegated powers, the Court of the United States 
is as much a part of the Court ol each State, and 
is as binding upon its people as though it had 
been tcxtually inserted therein. This Govern 
ment, therefore, is a great and powerful Govern 
nient, invested with all the attributes and sover- 
eignty of the special subjects to which its au- 
thority extends. Its framers never intended to 
implant in its bosom the seeds of its own destruc- 
tion, aor were they, at il*i creation, guilty of the 
absurdity of providinz for its dissolution. It 
was not intended by its framers to be the base- 
less fabric of a vision which, at the touch of the 
enchanter, would vanish into air, but a substan- 
tial and mighty fabric, capable of resisting the 
flow decay of time, and of defying the storms of 
ages. Indeed, well may zealous patriots of that 
day have indulged feirs that a Government ol 
such high powers might violate the reserved rights 
of the States; and wisely did they adopt the rule 
of a strict construction of these powers, to pre- 
vent the danger; but they did nut fear, nor had 
they any reason lo imagine, that the Constitu 
tion would ever be so interpreted as to enable any 
State by her own act, and without the consent of 
her sister Stales, to discharge her people from 
all or any of their Federal oblitations. It may 
be asked, then, are the people of the States 
without redress against the tyranny and oppres 



rive when you may be called upon to decide the 
momentous question whether you possess the 
power, b\ force of arms, to compel a State to re- 
main in the Union. I should feel myself re- 
creant to my duty were I not lo express an opin- 
ion on the important subjeet. The question 
fairly slated: Has the Constitution delegated to 
Congrrss the power to force a Stale into submis- 
sion which is attempting to withdraw, or I •< ac- 
tually withdrawn from the Confederacy? If 
answered in the affirmative, it must be on the 
principle that the power has been conferrrtl upon 
Congress to declare and to make war against iv 
Stale. After much serious reflection, I have ar- 
rived at the conclusion that no such power ha» 
been delegated to Congress, or to any other 
department tf the Federal Government. It is 
manifest upon an inspection of the Constitution, 
that ihis is not among the apecifio eni;meratcd 
powers granted to Congress, nnd it is equally ap- 
parent that its exercise is not necessary ktA 
proper for carrying into execution any one of 
these powers. So far from this power having 
been delegated to Congress, it was cjiprcsslv re- 
fused by the Convention that framed the Con- 
stitution. It appears from the proceedings of 
that body on the 31st of May, 1787, the case au- 
thorizing an Executive to use the force of th» 
whole against a delinquent Sta'e, came up for 
consideration. Mr Madison op|>oseii it in a brief 
but powerful speech, from which I shall extract 
but a single sentence. He observed that the use of 
forceagainst a.State would look more like adeclar- 
ation of war than an infliction of punishment, and 
probably be considered by the party attacked a» 
a dissolution of all previous compacts by which 
it might be bound. Upon his motion, the clause 
was unanimously postponed, and was never, I be- 
lieve, ngaiii presented. 

Soon afterwards, on the 8th of June, 1787 
when incidentally adverting lo this subjeet, he said, 
any Government for the United Slates, formed 
on the supposed practicability of using force 
ar;ainst tho unconstitutional proceedings of the 
States, wouM prove as visionary and fallacious a« 
the Government of Congress — evidently meaning 
the existing Congress of the old Conlederation. 
Without descending to particulars, it may be 
safely asserted that the power to make war 
againa a State is at variance with the w hole spirit 
and intent of the Constitution. Suppose such a 
war should result in the conquest of a State, how 
are we to govern it afterwards? Shall we hold 
it as a province, nnd govern it by despotic power? 
In the nature of thinas we could not by physical 
for.e control the will of the people and compel 
them to elect Senators nnd Representatives to 
Congress, and to perlorm all the olher duties de- 
pendins upon their own oblisniions and required 
from the free citizens of a tree Stale as a consti- 
tutional member ot the Contederacy. But if wo 
posses-ed this power, would it be wise to exercise 
it under existing circumstances? The object 
would be doubtless to preserve the Union, which 
would not only present the most effeeiual meaas 
of destroying it, but would bnnisb all hopes of its 
peaceab'e lecons' ruction. Besides, in the frater- 
nal conflict a vast amount of blood and treai-ur» 
would be expeiuleil, renderiag future reconcilia^ 
tion between the States impossible. In the mean- 
lime who can foretell what would be the sutt'er- 
ings and privations of the people during its ex* 
istence. The fact is, that our Union rests upon 
public opinion, and can never be cemeoted by thai 
blood of its citizens shed in eivil war. If it can* 
not live in the alfections of the people, it must 
one day perish. Congress possesses »iiiy meana 
of preserving by conciliation, but the sword was 
not placed in their hands to preserve it by force.

Not by Congress, which has never 
passed, and I believe never will pass, any act to 
exclude slavery from these Territories; and cer- 
tainly not by the Supreme Court, whieh has 
solemnly decided that slaves are property, and 
like all other property, their owners have tho 
right to take them into ihc common Territories, 
and hold them there under the protection of Ihe 
Constitution. So far. then, as Congress is con- 
cerned, the objection is not to anything they have 
already done, but lo what they niaydo hereafter. 
It will surely be admitted that this apprehension 
of future danger is no crotid reason for an immedi- 
ate dissoli:tion of Ihe Union.

cannot be acknowledged. Such authority is be 



erncd against ilie oppression of their 
ernmcnts cannot be denied; it exists independent 
of all Constitutions, and has been exercised at 
all periods of the world's history.

It is embodied in 
strong and express language in our own Declara- 
tion of Independence; but the distinction must 
ever be observed that this is revolution against an 
established Government, and not a voluntary se- 
cession from it by virtue of an inherent constitu- 
tional light.

by the fact of having b 'C- in • a citiz'.-n of the United 
States, has changed his alb-giancu and has lost his 
native character. He cannot, therefore, be com- 
pelled lo serve in tho French armies, in case be 
should return to hi^ naiiv - country. These princi- 
I pies were announced in IraC, by the French Minister 
of War, and ia two late cases have been confirmed 
' by the French Judiciary, in (hat two natives of 
Franco have been dischaig-*d from the French army 
because they had become American citizMH. To 
'•employ the languagti of our present Minister to 
France, \vho ha^ rendered Government service on 
; ihis occasion, 1 do not think uiir French naturalized 
j fellow-citizens will hen afrer expericnoo much an- 
I noyance on this subject. I veiitiir ; to predict that 
I ere long the other ciinfinental powers will adopt the 
' same wise and justpoli.-y. lo any event, our Gov- 
ernment is b')und to protect the rights of nur natu- 
ralized ciiiz'ns everywhere to the same extent.

Since that time the claims of oureiti- 
Z'-ns have been adjusted by th^ltoard of Coinrnis- 
sioners app-dnted for that purp;>se. under the act of 
March 3, lc50; and iheir award-, which proved satis, 
factory to the elaimaii's, have been approved by 
our .Minister. In the aggi-egute they amount to the 
sum of S4Jt.P?9.-l"P. The claimants have alrea<^!y re- 
cived a larg • propor iiui "f the sum* awarded to 
them out of the fund pfovid«tl, and it is confidently 
expected that the remainder willero bug be entirely 
paid.

IHiO. were reduced l<y Con- 
gre^i^ bebtw what was and still is deeiind compatible 
with tl»e publie interest, alluwiiig a liberal margin 
of $i50(l,i.»0 II r this reduction and lor other causes. 
It mny be safely a.v-err. d that the sumof $GI.n()0.(KiO. 
or at tne most. S'iO.uoi'.tou. is amply suflicient to ad- 
mini-^ter tho Government, and pay the interest on 
the public debt, unless contingent events should 
hereafter render extraordinary exp*'ndilures neces- 
sary. This r-'sult has been attained in a considera- 
ble d gree by th« care exercised by the appropriate j 
dcpHriincnt-' in entering into public contracts. 1 , 
have myself never interfered with the award uf any 
such contracts, except in a single case— that of the 
Colonization Society. I deemed it advisable to 
leave the re-'ponsibility in each case to the proper 
head of the Department, with the general instruc- 
tion that these Contracts should always be {fiven to 
the lowest and best bidder. It is my opinion that 
public contracts arc not a legitimate source of pal- 
r(*nage, to be eonfered ui»on personal or p«'litical 
favorites, but that in all such casesa public officer is 
bound to act fur the tlovcrnmont as a prudent indi- 
vidual would act for himself. 

AFRICAN SLAVE TRADE. 

It is with great satisfaction I communicate th* 
fact that sinr e the date of my last annual message 
not a singleslave has been imported into the United 
States in vitdaiion of the laws prohibiting tho Afri- 
can .Slave Trade. This stateuient is founded upon 
a thorough examiiuition and investigatiun id' the 
ijubject. Indeed, tne spirit which prevailed some 
tim-.; since among a portion ui our fellow-citizens 
in favor of this trade seems to have entirely subsi- 
ded.

KANSAS AND fTAH. ! 

At the period of my inauguration I was confront- 
ed in Kansa* by a revolutionary g -vernment exist- \ 
ing under what is called 'he Topeka Constitution. 
Its avowed obi -''t was to suhilue th ' Territorial 
Government ly force, and to inau!;urato what was 
called the Topeka Govornni«'»t in i s --■»hu. To ac- 
complish this object, an extell^ive militai y organi- 
zation was ffirmed, and its command eriirusted to 
the iiKtst violent revtdutionary leaders. Under these 
eircumslanceji. it became my imperaiive duty to ex- 
ert the whole Const il ulional power of the Kx<*eutive 
to prevent tho Uanic* of civil war fnnu raging in 
Kan-a-, which, from the exist ing slate of the public 
miixl. both North and South, might have extended 
into the neighboring States. The hostile parties in 
Kansas had been iiifltmcd against each other by 
emissaries, both from the North and South, lo a de- 
gree <d' m:<g:iituile without parallel in our history. 
To prevent eventual colli-^ion, and to assist tho civil 
mi^gislrate^ in entoreing the laws, a strung detach- 
ment >f the army was statione-i in the Jcrrilory, 
ready lo aid the .\larshals and their deputies whiiu 
ofUcial!y called upon as n po^N^ coi/tttrtOi*, and in 
the rxecuiion of civil and criminal process. Still ^ 
tho tr-iubles in Kansas could nut have been per- 
formed without an election by the pe< pie. The. 
ballot-box is the suro-t arbi ler of di-^putes among 
freemen. Under this convietion. every pn.per elfort 
was emph yed to induce the hostile panics to Vote 
at the eleciim of d legates to frame a State Consti- 
tution, and afterwards the election to decide wheth- 
er Kansas should bo a slave or free State. The 
insurg'-nt party refused to vote at either, lest this 
m glu be considered a rcc< gniiicin on their part of 
the TerritfTial Covernment established ly Congress. 
A b -ttcr spirit, however, seemed soon aiter to pre- 
vail, and the two partiiis mot, face to face, in tho 
election held the fir-st Monday id' Januaiy, U5-', for 
members of the Legislature and State i-ffit;crs under 
the Lccoinpton Constitution. The result was a tri- 
umph of the anti-slavery party at the poUn. This 
dccisinn of the ballul box proved clearly that this 
par! y were in the mu i*irit v. and removed the danger 
of ci\ '\\ war. From thai lime we havehcard iiotlung 
of the Topeka (iovernment, and all serious danger 
of rcv<dutiunaiy troubles in Kansas were then at 
a 1 end. 

The Lecompton Constitution, which had been thus 
rec'gnizfd at this Stale election by the vote? uf 
both txilitical parties inKansa*. was transmitted, 
with tiier«ciuesl thatlshould present it to Congn-ss. 
This I eould not have refused to do without \ I'.i i- 
tiiig my clearest and glrong--st convictions uf di;iy.

TARIFF. i 

It is now quite evident that the financial necewi- f 
tics of the to V rnment will require a modification 
of the tariff during your present session, fur the pur- 
p(.«e of increasing the revenue. 

In this respect I desire to reiterate the recom- 
mendations contained in my last two annual mes- 
>ages. in favor of imp^tsing specific instead of ad vu 
toiem duties, on all imported articles to which these 
can be properly applicl. From long observation 
and experience, [ am convinced that >pecific clutios 
are necessary, both to protect the revenue and lo se- 
cure to uur manutaci uring interests that amount of 
incidental encourag inent n hich unavoidably re- 
sults from a revenue tarilf. As an ab-^lracl pr p(»si- 
tion. it may be admitte<! that a<l valorem duties 
would in theoiy be tlie most just ami equal, but if 
the experience uf thi-* and of all other eommereial 
nations has demonstrated that such duties cannot 
be askecl and collected withi>ut great frauds uptm 
the revenue, then it is the part of wisdom to resort 
to specific duties. Indeed from the voiy natiiroofl 
the ad valorem duly, this muit be the result. Under 
it the inevitable Consequence i-. that foreign gofids 
will be entered ai less than th«ir Irue value. The 
trcasuiywill therelbre lose the duty on thcdiffer- 



isuiMi. 5*pfeil.e duty xTciild s- cure to the .Vnvi icai 
manufacturer an ineidculul pruttction, t.t which h< 
is fairly entitled under a r'-vi nue tariff; and lo ^lli^, 
surely no persim would objtjct. The frainers of th" 
existing tariff have g'.ne further, and, in a liberal 
spirit, have discriminated in favor of large and use- 
ful branches (d' onr manufactures. Not by raising 
the rates of duties upon the iniportat ii n of similai 
articles fnmi abroad, but what is the same in etfecl, 
by admitting articles free of duty, which enter inli 
the compositi(»n of their I'abrics. 

Under the present system it has been often truly 
remarked thai this incidental protection dcc^cast■^ 
when the raannfacturer needs it most, and increase? 
when he needs it least, and cunstiiules a sliding 
scale which always operates again.sl him. Thereve- 
nues of this cimntry were subject to similar fluctua- 
tion. Instead of approaching a steady standard, as 
would be the case under a sy -.tern of specific duties, 
they sink and rise with cbo sinking and rising prices 
of the article-' of foreign cMmntries. It would nut be 
difficult fur Cungresa to arrajige a i-y-.lein (d" spr cific 
duties which would afford ad<litiunal stability both 
to our revenue and our manufacturer, without inju- 
ry or injustice to any interest of the eountry. This 
might be aecomplitfhcd by ascertaining the average 
value of any given artidj for a seri-s of years at the 
place of exportation, and by simply converting the 
state of ad vaiurem duty upon it, which might be 
deemed necessary for revenue purpusec, into the 
form <'f a specific duly. .Such an arrangement could 
not injure the Consumer. If he should pay a arcatcr 
amount of duly one year, this would be counter- 
balanced by a lesser amount Ihe next, and in the 
end the aggregate would be the same.

In bis he too often >uccee(ls in>pite of the vigilance 
of tne revenue officers. Hence tho resort to false in- 
voices, one fi>r the purchaser, another for theeustom- 
huuse. and lo other expedients to defraud tho (gov- 
ernment. The honest importer produces his invoice 
lo the <'olle<*tor, sta ting the actual price at which he 
purchased the articles abroad. Not .«o with the dis- 
honest imporlcr.aitd the agent of the f-ireign manu- 
facturer. And here it m:iy be observed that a very 
larsc pr- portion of the m tnufacturcs imported freni 
abroad arc con^it;ne^l for sale to C(»n)iui-sion mer- 
chants, who arc mere agrnts employed by tho manu- 
facturers in such cases. No actual sale has been 
made to fix their value. The ftu eign manufacturer, 
if he be dishonest, prepares an invoice of the gtiod.-, 
not at taeir actual value, but at the very lowest rale 
necessary to cscapj detection. In this manner, the 
dishonest impcrler and the foreign manufacturer en- 
j .y a decided advantage over the honest merchant, 
f hey are thus enabl : to undersell the fjiir trader, 
nntl drive him from the market.

It is a striking tact in this connection, that ' 
in the commercial trcaiy uf the i3il of January. Ic-Cf, i 
between Franco and Lngland, ono of tho articles 
provides that thead valorem duties whieh it imposes 
shall be converted into specific duties within six i 
monihs from ils date, and these are to be ascertain- I 
ed by making an average; of the prices fur six mouths 
previous to that time. Tho reverse of the proposi- 
tion wuuhl be nearer to the truth, because a mueh 
larger amount of revenue wuuld be collected by 
merely cunvertinK Ihc ad valorem dulie.-4of a taiiff 
into general equivalent specific duties.

J whould do great injustice to the Attorney General 
I t'> omit the mention of his disiinguislieil ><t- 
vices in the measure adopted and pro.seeuted by him 
forlhe defense of the (Jovcrnment against numerous 
and unfounded claims to land in CnliforniH, pur- 
porting lo have been made by the .Mexican (iovern- 
ment previous to the treaty f f cessivn. The sue- 
cc^sful epposilion to tliese claims has saved the L ni- 
led States public prctncrty worth many millions of 
dollar.-', and tti individuals holding title under them 
to at least an equal amount. 

BEMKK FOn KAN9.VS. 

It ha? been represented to nv from sources which 
I deem reliable, that the inhabitants in several por- 
tions of Kansas have been reduced nearly to a state 
of starvation, on account of the almost total failure 
of their crr p^, whilst the harvests in every other 
portion i'i the c-tuntry have been abun<lant. The 
prospect b-^lore them for the approarhing u inter is 
well calculated to enli't the sympathie.-, of every 
heart. Thedestituliou appears tsi be so general that 
it cannot be relieved by private etrntribuiions. nnd 
they are in such indigent circumstances as to be 
unable to purchase the necessities of lif** for them- 
selves. I refer the subject to Congress. If any con- 
stitutional measure for their relief can be devised, 
I would recommend its adoption. 

DISTRICT OF COLl'MBIA. 

I cordially commend to your favorable regard the 
int'irests of this iJi.-^trict. They are ciuinenily en- 
titlcil lo your consideration.

Richmond, Va , Dec. 6. 

In re"pon«c to a request of .'Vaihati Tvler, Sec 
retary Floyd has wriiten a letter to the F.tiqiiirer, 
giving his vi, ws al leiiL'th on the present state of 
affairs in the Union. The Enquirer has the fol- 
lowing in regard to the letter: 

.Mr. F'loyd's letter derives additional interest 
from the fai-t that he is a member of the Cabinet, 
fioin whose licid has just emanate I the most l e 
marked and mischievous message ever sent by a 
President to Congress. 

Speaking of slavery agitation, he says this agi- 
tation, which has been s i long ai.d wonlonlv per- 
sisted in by Northern men, has produced tlie sec- 
tional alienation which is alioul to find its natur 
al resiill in the destruction of a Confederacy th.it 
was voluntary in its origin, and can only be per- 
pclualed by the voluiit.iry assent of its members. 

Again, speaking of the ti^ht of Stales to se 
cede, he says the States of the Soiiih have a right 
lo secede, not only lioin the very nature of the 
federal compact, but by any expressed reserva- 
tion on the part of some of them at the lime if 
entering into the Cuiilederacy. 

Of the present dai ger, he says the great dan- 
ger of the present crisis exist in the fact thai in 
our country all political action is by a popular 
movement, and all ponular movements during the 
period of ai.gry excitement are, from the nature 
of things, ultra and extreme. Tlie dilliculty of 
accommodating the dilTerences of the two seelioiis 
while the present animosities continue, is. there- 
fore, almost insurmountable. The election of 
Mr. Lincoln is the result of the ultra and violent 
piqnilar feeling of the Notth against the South. 

On disunion, he says, I am not for secession as 
long as anv honorable elTort can be made to pre- 
:erve the Union on a constiiuiional basts, guaran- 
■ee'ng equality, justice, and protection to the ne- 
gro property of the South. In regard to both 
sections he says, I believe, however, that the 
great material interests of the country demanded 
a r. conciliation of the sections and the preserva- 
tion of the Union, aU'l I rely upon the slow but 
certain, the silent bat poteii'ial influences of this 
great agency to bring ab.iut the settlement of our 
present troubles. The main struggle of all sSould 
be to prevent a ctdlisiijti between the sect ions and 
most especially the shedding of the first drop ol 
blood. If we can bat succeed in averting these 
calimitiiSs, tb<J "it^ pricticsl baskoes irtorcste 



of the country in ly, perchance, sooner or later j 
bring about a rtconstriirtion of the Union and ' 
restoration of harmony between tiie sections. Af- j 
terthisehall be done, wiio can doubt that a re- 
turning feiise of confidence will be felt by the 
injured and exasperated South, and that peace ] 
and union will be restored. .Mr. Fl<>yd says that 
25 ve.irs more of union and harmony will con 
centrate the commerci.il power of the world in i 
the harbor of New "York, then the decline of! 
Lnglaud becomes as ceitain as was thai of Alex- i 
aiiviria and Venice and for the sanie cause — in- ! 
stead of the first she becomes a lliird rate power, ' 
but let disunion take place, let civil war and dis , 
cord distract tins country and England well knows 
that the ships of the North must rot at their | 
wharves, and the busy hum of the manufactories i 
must cease forever. Then would England feel ' 
again that she was mistress of the t-eis, without a 
rival, secure in a commerce which no power could 
ever shake her in. 

Mr. Floyd expresseshis bwn opinion as follows: 
The South can never c- uiit upon the friendship 
tif England and ot her tolerating evils not her 
own. Once within the reach of her power, she 
will fix upon us foiever the very badge of inferi- 
ority which we aie now ready to destroy the 
Union for. To sacrifice the interests of a class, 
or even to starve to death a few hun.lrcd thou- 
sand of her subjects in what she considers a laud- 
able task, will eontlitute a very smalt obstacle in 
lierpolicy. It is a fatal error lo suppose llial the 
interests of F^ngland would prompt her to foster 
the pt.iii'ing interests of tlie Sonth. It is known
